WASHINGTON <AP) — Rep. Richard S. Schweiker, 
R Pa., *av* the Selective Service it revising its draft quota 
formula in a way that will reduce Pennsylvania'!! per­ 
centage of the total draft call. 


Schweiker said the Selective Service had explained the 
draft formula in response to a letter he sent its head, Lewis 
B. Ilershey, last month. 


The service said individual state quotas were based 
not on the numher of men registered in each state, hut 
on the numher available for call — those who have not 
been rejected, disqualified or deferred. Under the previous 
formula, this did not include men who had been ordered 
to report for their physicals but whose results had not 
yet been received by their draft hoards. 
*

* 


Schv.eiker said starting in November, these men will 
be included, resulting in a relatively lower quota 
lor 
Pennsylvania. 


If this revised formula had been in effect in October, 
Schweiker said, Pennsylvania would have been required 
to provide 828 fewer men than the .'M59 actually called. 
In November, Pennsylvania’s quota is 2713 — 746 fewer 
than in October — although the national total has been 
increased hv 4750. 
Schweiker had written to Ilershey, asking why Penn­ 
sylvania, with 6.4 percent of the nation's draft age men, 
had to provide 10.3 percent of the October inductees. 
Ilershey * reply explained lhat out of the nationwide 
total of 30.622,230 men registered. 217,235 were considered 
available for the draft. The total national call for October 
was to be 33,600, so each state was asked to supply 15.5 
percent of its available men. 
Pennsylvania had 
a higher proportion of available 
men — 22.324 out of 1,971,145 registered — than most states, 
and so it had to supply a relatively higher number of 
inductees. 
Schweiker said he was given three reasons for this: 
Pennsylvania had a lower rate of disqualifications for 
physical, mental, or moral reasons than the national aver­ 
age. 
The State had a lower percentage of high school and 
college deferments. 
And, finally, the factor of uncounted men whose physi­ 
cal examinations were still in process tended to raise Penn­ 
sylvania's quota. 
This last factor is the one being revised by Selective 
Service.
